WOOD PRESERVED BY SALT. 


Logs Pickled in: Great Salt Lake 
Sound. After Years of Service. 


WASHINGTON, Mag@h 11.—Experts 
of the Forest Service have discovered 
that the waters of the Great Salt Lake 
act as a preservative against decay in 
timbers. 

In replacing a railroad trestle recently 
burned along the north shore of Great 


Salt Lake it was found that -the piles 
were still perfectly sound, after forty- 
three years of service. In looking for 
the cause, since the piles were only of 
local pine and fir, was. discovered 
that the timbers were impregnated with 
salt. At anaqther point on the lake 

18-inch piles, set twenty-n 
were similarly preserved

It is pointed out that the reason why 
the waters of the Salt Lake act as a 
strong. preservative, as distinguished 
from ocean waters, is because the lake 
water is so much saltier, being prac- 
tically a saturate solution.. Forest ex- 
perts. suggest ties and poles im=- 
mersed-in these waters ought to be im- 
pervious to decay if the salt is not 
leached out by the action of the -ele- 
ments. This can bé guarded against.

DEFENDS POVERTY VOW. 


Morgan J. O’Brien Appears for Ben- 
edictines in Supreme Court.

When he was asked if the action in 
Gillen’s .case portended any general 
‘shake-up ’’ in the Police Department, 
the Commissioner smiled and said: 

“ You ask me to be too prophetic.” 

The Commissioner acknowledged, how- 
ever, that several John Doe warrants 
for the arrest of persons accused of 
keeping disorderly places had not yet 
been served, -but whether these war- 


rants were obtained on evidence, that

THE WARRIOR UNDAMAGED. 


Wrecker Says He Can Save Strand- 
ed Vanderbilt Yacht. 


Capt. W. C. Barrett of the Royal 
Mail steam packet Danube, which ar- 
rived. yesterday from Southampton and 
the West Indies, said that the gales in 
the Atlantic were the worst he had ever 
experienced. 

“We started from the Channel in a 
westerly gale, which caused big steam- 
ers and warships to break adrift from 
the anchorage in Cherbourg harbor,” 
said the Captain, “and we finished up 
to-day with a heavy snowstorm which 
started at 10 o'clock in the morning and 
lasted until 2 o’clock in. the afternoon, 
when we passed Sandy Hoo 

The Captain said that ‘saw Capt. 
Johnson of the wrecking tug Relief in 
Savanilla. Colombia, who told him that 
the stranded yacht Warrior, belonging 
to *Frederick W. Vanderbilt, was un- 
damaged, and that with three days of 
fine weather he would get her off. 

**He told me,’’ Capt. Barrett contin- 
ued, “that he had hauled the. yacht 
half a mile off the mud, but a hurricane 
came on, and he had to.take his men off 
and let her go again. Ihe Warrior is 
high and dry on the mud at the mouth 
of ‘the Magdalena River. The spot is 
marked on the charts as’ being covered 
with fourteen feet of water, so you can 
see how unreliable , the charts of the 
Colombia’ coast are.’

A. H. POST FILES PETITION. 


Foreign Agent Says His Affairs Are 
involved with Henry Bischoff & Co, 


Alfred H. Post, a foreign freight 
broker, of 287 Broadway, filed a petition 
in bankruptcy yesterday setting down 
his Habilities as $92,821. He had a con- 
nection with the importing firm of 
Henry Bischoff & ‘Co., custom house 
brokers, against whom a petition in 
bankruptcy was filed on Jan. 13, In 
his petition Mr. Post egy rag that col- 
lections for him were made by Henry 
Bischoff & Co., and since this. firm is 
now in the hands of & receiver, he has 
been unable to obtain from gheir books 
the names of certain foreign shippers. 
Some of them, he states, have not yet 
been paid, and -he may himself become 
responsible to them. Se he asks per- 
mission to amend his —— as soon 
as he can obtain the names of these 
firms from Henry Bischoff & Co.

$3,092, a judgment and notes not col- 
lectibie. and claims “against Henry 
Bischoff & Co., the details of which are 
not now obtainable.

WASHINGTON, March 11.—A hearing 
to-day before the House Committee on 
Ways and Means on Representative: Un- 
derwood’s bill, placing a prohibitive tax 
on. tobacce coupons, brought out lively 
arguments from tobacco manufacturers 
and dealers in régard to this legislation 
to-day. 


In behalf of independent dealers, it 
was said that they were being driven out 
of business because of inability ‘to giye 
away valuable premiums obtained 
through coltipons, The opposing argu- 
ment, made in behalf of the United 
Cigar Stores Company, was that the 
bill. was not a revenue measure, and 
Was merely a response to the charge 
that the company was a creature of the 
American Tobacco Company, and’ that 
its methods tended to drive the small 
retailer out. of business, 

L...W. Strook of New York, who ap- 
peared as counsel for the United Cigar 
Stores Company, claimed that the tax 
was prohibitive. Mr. Strook~ argued 
that, while independents. would not be 








benefited by suppressing the coupon 
business, the consumption of tobacco 
would. be decreased. His company, he

ELECTRICITY. AT COST. 

If the three’ hydro-electric bills now 
before the Legislature are passed @ 
part of the public will get State elec- 
tricity at cost. But at what cost? 

The sound principle that the State 
should never engage in business that 
can ‘be better done by individuals will 
have to be sacrificed. Companies that 
have agreed to let the State regulate 
their prices for water power and elec- 
tricity for‘the privilege of serving the 
public will be restricted in the area of 
their service and their fields invaded 
with competition “at cost:” The first 
bill -to supply the Capitol district 
about Albany with power at cost pro- 
vides for the expenditure of $650,000; 
the second bill, applying this principle 
to surplus waters of the Barge Canal 
outside the Capitol district, would ap- 
propriate $700,000; the third bill, ex- 
tending the plan to all the water pow- 
ers of;the State, entailing the deyelop- 
ment of the 1,500,000 horse power es- 
timated by Gov. GLYNN in his mes- 
sage, would require at least $200,000,- 
000. It would take several times this 
sum to eondemn existing power plants 
and to equip undeveloped private sites. 
This city, distant from the’sites, would 
be taxed to supply up-State with pow- 
er “at cost.” . 

State officials like those who have 
had charge of the highways and: ca- 
nals while they were being looted by 
politicians. and contractors would ad- 
minister this work, too. Scores of 
millions, of dollars have been wasted 
or stolen along the routes ‘of the canals 
and State roads. What would be the 
cost of waste and corruption if this 
State should adopt a definite policy of 
supplying hydro-electric ‘powér “at 
cost ’’? :

We publish with pleasure the letter 
from Mr. Srokes, Secretary of Yale 
University. giving facts as to the 
changes in offices in the Philippines 
since Gov. HAaRRIson’s ' arrival in 
Manila. “The writer’s, reputation and 
position are sufficient guarantee of 
the good faith with which the in- 
formation is furnished, 

We have alwdys recognized that: the 
policy of the President in regard to 
the islands was 4 tentative one, as 
that of his predecessors had been. It 
is a pojicy of “ watchful waiting”’ for 
proofs that the people of the islands 
are fitted for further advance toward 
self-government. When Mr. Har- 
RISON went out to Manila his first 
step in increasing the number of na- 
tives on the Commission, which is 
practically the upper’ house of the 
‘Legislature of the islands, seémet to 
‘us somewhat yentyresome, but it was 
one that. could at discretion be re- 
‘traced, and we assume that it will be 
retraced if it be found that its. re- 
suits are not beneficial. It was ac- 
cepted and proclaimed by. some of the 
native ledders and by the @nti-im- 
perialists in this country, as evidence 
that the Administration intended to 
carry out the policy of the Johnson 
bill and to ‘give unconditional inde- 
pendence to the Philippines at a fixed 
date.- This was unfortunate, for it is

Is Shunned.. | 41 districts of’ the 
State, where the demand for farm labor- 
ers is large and eager, is, of course, 
worthy of the highest commendation. 
If successful’ to any considerable degree, 
it will not only improve the condition of 
its direct beneficiaries, but will relieve 
this city of a burden that is dangerous 
as well as troublesome, and in time have 
some effect in the way of increasing the 
nearby food supply and .so ; aecreaging 
the cost of living. 

‘What the Governor purposes,’ however, 
is in the nature of an experiment, the 
outcome of which, as he himself. ad- 
mits, is somewhat uncertain. A, good 
many. of those who invite assistance and 
sympathy by. asserting inability..to get 
work are more than suspected by some 
of. not wanting: it and by others of 
physical and mental incapacity for hard 
and continuous labor. These, even if 
they accept free transportation to the 
farms, are not likely to remain on them 
long. It nfust be remembered, too, that 
farm work, as ordinarily conducted, is 
seasonal” as much as are-.any of the 
urban trades and more than. most of 
them, and it: is this fact that accounts. 
far more than is commonly realized for 
the migration to\the cities so much la- 
mented and denounced. 

The farmer desperately wants and will 
pay well competent workers in planting 
and harvest time, but for sevéral months 
in each year He needs only a.man or two 
to help him do the chores around the 
barn. The others he “lets go.” ‘at the 
very time when to be out of a job is 
the greatest hardship, and this habit is 
perhaps the chief explanation of the 
farmer’s inability to compete with the 
factories as an employer. It also ex- 
plains: why he complains’ so much of

THE HARD-WORKED JANITOR. 


Must Do All Sorts of Tasks for In- 
appreciative Owners. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Let me tell Mrs Owner, who, complains in 
your’ columns about inefficient janitors, that 
the apartment house janitor of to-day must 
be.a highly efficient man in every respect, 
otherwise he could not exist in his» calling 
for one week. He must have a fundamental 
knowledge of all trades: plumber, carpenter, 
electrician, plasterer, painter, engineer, ma- 
chinist, tilesetter, paperhanger, tinsmith, and 
roofer, He must be a coal expert, diplomated 
health officer; policeman and detective. He 
must serve as a shock absorber between the 
highstrung, nervous, ever-complaining. tenant 
andthe cowardly alleged owner,. who is 
afraid to face a tenant who demands one 
thing or another, always putting the blame 
for the delay on the janitor.: He must sub- 
mit.to arrest for violations of * ordinances 
committed by the landlord. 

Alleged owner calle the janitor lazy. This 
is indeed very queer. I have been in the 
business for twelvé yearg,-and I have never 
had a thanceilito.bé lazy. The-‘fact is, and 
every ténant and owner ‘knows ft, that the 
vast majority of janitors and house superin- 
tendents never get through with their work. 
They haye no holiday, no Suhday. They must 
work in Winter from 4 A. M. till 12 P.M. 
and it is mostly very hard work. I suppose 
Mr.. ANeged Owner never cleaned a pea-coal 
fire; he never shoveled redhot ashes in a 
closed boiler ditch 6 feet by 6 feet; other- 
wise he would understand why the janitor 
drinks a pint of beer and sometimes retires 
to his snug quarters, which are. often. only 
a part of the céllar fenced’ off by a board 
partition next to the coal bin, full of sewage 
and dampness, a place where no sun or 
-moon ever penetrates. And for all -this 
long; hard work, for all the unjiist insults 
and persecutions on the part of owner. and 
any number of tenants the janitor (accord- 
ing.to Mr. Alleged» Owner) gets the kingly 
salary of from $36 to $50, that is, from $1 
to $1.66 a. day. 

But then, the Janitor makes graft! My 
dear Mr, Owner; graft is a might. If a 
tenant breaks some of his furniture, the 
janitor or superintendent: is called and asked 
if he is able to mend it. Having in mind his 
kingly salary, he is forced to accept the job, 
and, after spending three or four hours on 
the job apd ‘spending probably 80 cents 
for material, he receives of the tenant 25 
cents, or, as it is in many cases, a very 
polite, “‘ Thank you! ” M. C.

So did.the ‘Hungarians; Teuton 
and Slav, Latin and Celt, Gentile and 
Jew, Puritan and Roman Catholic, all 
are, here because they. would not rest 
content with the order. under. which 
they lived. The argument made by

against Adams and Jefferson, Garrison 
and Phillips, against every movement 
for human liberty since protest first 
raised its voice. 

Is there to be a ‘new cénsorship over 
what men think and write and speak, 
as theré was in’ the fifteenth century; 
as there is in Prussia and. Russia to- 
day? Are we to. assume that progress 
has come to an end and that the re- 
ligious, political, and industrial liberty 
now achieved is final, and that we in 
1914 are to sit on the throttle and adopt 
the closure on liberty of discyssion?

Gov. Harrison’s Appointments Made 
Without Party Distinction. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of this morning in a 
prominent place on the front page oc- 
curs this statement, telegraphed from 
Chicago and purporting to give a quota- 
tion from: an. interview with John 
Cc. Curtiss regarding conditions in’ the 
Philippines: 

Governor Hatrison is throwing all the 
capable white men out. of office and’ fill- 
ing. their places with Filipinos. 

In. view. of ‘this statement and of 
other recent articles in the newspapers 
commenting unfavorably on changes in 
the personnel of the Philippine Govern- 
ment, I have thought that you might be 
interested in the following facts, which 
I have received in a letter from Manila, 
under date of Jan. 30, from an official 
in a position to be fully conversant with 
conditions. I think that they should be 
reassuring to those who have feared 
that the change in Administration might 
mean the breaking down of the admir- 
able civil service which has been devel- 
oped in the islands under the Governor- 
ships of Messrs. Taft, Wright and 
Forbes. 

Gov. Harrison made‘only thirty-three} 
appointments to office from his arrival 
in Manila in the Autumn through the 
end of January of this year. Of these 
sixteen were Filipinos and. seventeen 
Americans. Of the Jatter only five-came 
from the United States, and of the other 
twelve, eleven were promotions of Amer- 
icans already in office. My informant 
assures me that no consideration of 
party politics has had any part in ap- 
pointments, except that the new Ad- 
ministration has felt obliged to separate 
from: the Government service a few of- 
ficials who were openly and excessively.

“Some of the statuary at the mu- 
seum,” he said, “may be classified as 
art by. the Trustees, but if that is art 
even art should be limited. aoe 
by no means a saint, I blushed at the 
exhibition of nude paintings and stat- 
uary, suggestive in the extreme;  ex- 
posed to the full view of hundreds of 
young children’ under the es of 17 and 
18.: I shall most certainly refuse to 
permit any child of mine to enter that 
— which, if conducted privately, 
would be raided as a disorderly house.’” 

Some taxpayers, aroused by the speech 
of Mr, Kuellin declared that the at- 
tention of the ayor should be called to 
the ——— art objects, but Isaac 
Sternberger, special agent for the North-
